the gypsy moth work. Of course this 
has incensed those who have not been able 
to get work, and so hostility has grown 
till the entire appropriation is cut off. No 
one doubts the honesty of the state board 
of agriculture. If the people of the dis- 
trict suffer from the moth next year, they 
may thank the Legislature for not pro- 
viding the usual means of extermination. 

Gov. Crane’s four vetoes of Boston bills 
puts him before the Legislature and the 
public in the attitude of a governor who 
intends that the Legislature shall not 
trifle with his opinion. The bills made 
specific appropriations for four different 
things in Boston, but they were all of the 
same general character. There had been 
a stiff fight in both branches over a bill 
asked for by Mayor Hart of Boston to 
raise the tax limit of the city from $9 to 
$1050. The bill was finally passed, after 
much tribulation, and Gov. Crane signed 
it. It allowed the city to raise more 
money than it could before for running ex- 
penses and improvements, These four bills 
in question authorized the city to borrow 
money outside of the debt limit for im- 
provements. Gov. Crane reminded the 
branches somewhat sharply in his vetoes 
that he had recommended in his in- 
augural that cities be left as much as 
possible to manage their own affairs, and 
said that the Legislature ought not to 
assume to make particular appropriations 
which were within the province of the 
Boston city council. The governor was 
right and the Senate promptly made a 
right about face, as the House will doubt- 
less do when it comes to vote upon the 
vetoes. Gov. Crane thus showed more 
respect for his own opinion than has been 
customary in the governor, though it may 
be that no recent governor has had the 
opportunity which he had of emphasizing 
what he believed to be the right policy. 

A little bit of politics has cropped out 
in the Legislature. Both Messrs. McNary 
of Boston and Mellen of Worcester, who 
were slated to start for the Democratic 
national convention on Saturday, speak- 
ing in the House just before that day about 
their expected trip, said that they were 
going to help nominate the next president 
of the United States. The Republicans 
lenghed at them and the other Democrats 
applauded, both sides taking it in good 
part as a bit of bluff on the part of the 
two. McNary remained behind to make a 
speech against the Albany lease Tuesday 
and then went, while Mellen remained 


behind for good, for the same reason.

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A Story of Polish Revolutionists. 
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I was a member of the local group and 
enjoyed the confidence of the leading 
reyolutionists at the university. ‘To help 
free my country from foreign oppression 
was the ideal of my family, and even 
my old mother, who shed tears over My 
future, was proud of the part I played 
in the councils of the movement. She 
felt sure I would be arrested and exiled 
or executed, and she spent many a sleep- 
less night on account of it, but she was 
willing to give me to the cause, to sac- 
rifice her only child on the altar of Po- 
land’s freedom, as she often put it, trem- 
ulously, using the solemn language which 
her overflowing heart prompted. Poor 
woman! So full was she of these 
thoughts and anxieties that she had not 
the heart to go near a uniformed Rus- 
sian. “Sooner or later they will kill my 
son,” she would say. “How can I bear 
to look at them?” 

We were all very busy in those days. 
The committee had no difficulty in smug- 
gling over pamphlets and leaflets, and 
we had plenty to do to distribute them. 
The city was full of spies; but, then, 
many of the officials upon whom the gov- 
ernment relied in its struggle against us 
were deyoted members of secret groups. 
Each of us could have been urrested at 
any moment, but our heads were too hot, 
our hearts too full of enthusiasm to real- 
ize the danger which surrounded us 
wherever we turned. I remember how 
we joked each other upon our chances 
of being locked up and hanged. To judge 
from the way we discussed these matters 
you would have thought it all child’s 
play, or, at least, that we took it for 
child’s play. But I can assure you we 
did not. At the bottom of our hearts 
each of us knew that he was playing 
with fire and that it was only a matter of 
months, or weeks, perhaps, when it 
would be all over with his freedom. But, 
as I have said, we were too excited to 
mind it. 

One morning as I was about to enter 
the house of one of our leaders my at- 
tention was arrested by a young man 
who was sauntering along the opposite 
sidewalk. My pockets were full of com- 
promising literature, and as I took a 
look at the man out of the corner of my 
eye it struck me that he was watching 
me. Was he a spy? Whether he was 
or not, I would take no chances. To en- 
ter my friend’s house was out of the ques- 
tion; to quicken pace or take a cab would 
be equally unwise. I had to disappear 
without attracting attention, and how 
was I to do it? I took out a cigar and 
lit it as slowly as I could, observing the 
man across the street all the while. He 
paused in front of a window, but took up 
such a position that he could pretend to 
be gazing at the window and at the same 
time keep his eye on me. It seemed to 
be clear that the fellow was shadowing 
me. The blood rushed into my head, but 
I forthwith steadied myself and regained 
my composur. 

I remember that one of the houses on 
the next block had an open court, and 
without stopping to think what good it 
would do me I started thither. I never 
turned back, but could hear the spy’s 
footsteps behind me. I walked on at a 
leisurely gait, not daring to look rouad 
until I came in sight of the office of the 
colonel of gendarmes, when a queer 
thought flashed across my brain. Why 
not go in? The gendarme’s office was 
the last place on earth where a revolu- 
tionist was likely to call, so the spy 
would give me up as the wrong man. 
What I would do with myself inside I 
did not stop to consider. It was all I 
could do to worry about the present mo- 
ment. 

I was mounting the steps, cudgeling 
my brain for something to say, when a 
door flew open on the second floor, and a 
modestly dressed young woman came 
out, hurriedly drawing on her gloves. 
When we came abreast of one another, 
we both paused. She seemed familiar to 
me, and there was no doubt that she 
knew me, too, for she started, dropped 
her eyes and fixed them on me again in 
a manner which showed plainly that she 
was surprised and pained to see me there. 

“Pardon me,” I said, taking off my

To reassure me she named several mu- 
tual friends of ours, among others one 
whose knowledge of men and women 
was generally considered infallible. “If 
there were anything wrong about her, he 
would not let her know so much of him- 
self,’ I thought. 

“I used to hate the Poles like poison,” 
she explained, “but the sufferings to

She never alluded to my visit, but I 
could stand the suspense no longer, so I 
asked:

“J don’t know,” she answered awk- 
wardly. “When I first saw you coming 
up the stairs, I thought you had been 
summoned by my father, although it is 
quite an unusual proceeding for suspects 
to be invited to call as on a social visit,” 
she said, with a laugh. “I must confess 
I was startled.” 

“To tell you the truth, I don’t know 
myself what I am doing here. A spy 
was following me, and to get rid of him I 
came in; but, then, the house of the colo- 
nel of gendarmes is not exactly the 
place’— 

“Yes, it is,” she put in gayly; “the best 
in the world.” And, sinking her yoice 
to a whisper, she added, “If I can be of 
any assistance, command me.” 

“All L want is to get rid of the spy.” 

“Well, we can go out together, so he 
will think you are a friend of the fam- 
ily.”’ 

“But suppose he has been shadowing 
me for days?” 

Her countenance fell, and she seemed 
to be at a loss what to say to me. I sat 
scrutinizing her face till suddenly a feel- 
ing of shame took hold of me. “She is 
the sincerest and best hearted person 
you ever spoke to,” I said to myself, and, 
as if to atone for my lingering distrust, I 
burst out: 

“My pockets are full of papers. If I 
could get rid of them, I should feel safe.” 

“Leave them here,” she said, and when 
my pockets were empty and the papers 
were locked up in her desk she inquired: 

“But this is not what they were intend- 
ed for?” 

“No; I was going to deliver them to a 
certain person. But we can wait.” 
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A year had passed. I had left my na- 
tive town and, living under assumed 
names, devoted my whole time to the 
revolution. My heart yearned for the 
colonel’s daughter. I had seen her often 
before I was compelled to flee for my 
liberty, and, now that I was away from 
her, it becume clearer to me every day 
that I was in love. Oh, how I burned to 
see her, to speak to her, to tell her that, 
next to my unhappy country, she was the 
mistress of my soul!

“T wrt to tell you that I love you.” 

“S-sl 1 belong to another—to a friend 
of the cause—and that’s why my father 
has exiled me.” 

She named the man, for whom we all 
had the profoundest admiration —the 
leader to whom I was carrying the docu- 
ments which brought about my acquaint- 
ance with the colonel’s daughter. He 
was living in Warsaw at that time, un- 
der an assumed name, of course, and it 
was to see him that she stopped there. 
Strange as it may appear, I felt no jeal- 
ousy. I was anything but happy on my 
own account, but I seemed to be glad for 
my friend’s sake. I may have been mis- 
taken, but this is the way my own mood 
at that moment impressed me. 

I have never seen either her or him 
since. He was arrested and sent to Si- 
beria. Of course her father opposed her 
marriage, but he died soon, and she went 
to join my friend in his exile and after 
some trouble obtained permission to mar- 
ry him.—Translated From the French 
For New York Commercial Advertiser.

Breaking Horses In South Africa, 

The way in which horses are broken to 
saddle in South Africa is one which I 
have never seen practiced in any other 
country. It is charmingly simple and has 
its good points as well as its bad ones. 
It consists of tying the head of the nee- 
phyte close up to that of a steady horse 
by means of a cord connecting the re- 
spective headstalls worn by these ani- 
mals. 

After they have both been saddled and 
bridled the “schoolmaster” is first mount- 
ed, and then another man gets on the 
young one, who is powerless to buck, rear 
or run away on account of his head being 
fixed. Besi +s this the fact of his being 
alongside another horse gives him con- 
fidence, and no matter how wild he may 
be he will learn in a short time to carry 
his burden and regulate his pace accord- 
ing to that of his companion.

Mr. Hitchcock’s address: 


My kindred and friends, [_ am happy to 
meet you in this hallowed town, hallowed 
to us because it is here that so many of our 
ancestors lived and died, and where many 
of us spent our early years. I am told 
that as I am the earliest patriarch living 
of the tribe of Jesse, it devolves upon me 
on this occasion to make some statements 
in regard to the somewhat obscure origio 
of our race and the settlement of our 
ancestors in this town, and relate some 
reminiscences of more modern times. 

It is said that the root of our race is 
French and that the branches are Saxon 
and Briton, and probably Scotch and [rish. 
It is supposed that the Hitchcocks went 
from Normandy in France with William 
the Conqueror to England in the early 
part of the llth century, where they are 
numerous in some counties to this day. 
Two brothers, Matthias and Luke, came 
over to this country in the early part of 
the 17th century, about 1635. In followin 
our direct line, we learn that Luke settle 
in New Haven, Ct. Two of his sons, 
Luke and John, later went to Springfield, 
and Nathaniel, the son of John, was the 
first white man that settled in Brimfield. 
He had a son, Noah, who also had a sou 
Noah, who was the father of Jesse, whose 
memory we celebrate to-day. 

It would seem that Matthias and Luke, 
the original and probably the only im- 
portation of Hitchcock that have left any 
posterity of record, were deeply imbued 
with the Puritanic theology, and, like 
Miles Standish and Parson Bradford, were 
driven irom England by the intolerance of 
the English church, as they so soon fol- 
lowed them. They did not come as land- 
grubbers, a8 was the case with many of 
our neighbors who went to Chicago and on 
to the Rocky mountains. The land in 
these early days belonged to the Indians 
and not to any organized government be- 
yond the seas, though England claimed 
the grant right The Hitchcocks were 
numerous in this vicinity in the early part 
of the 19th century. They are a peace- 
loving and industrious race with nothing 
very remarkable in their general character- 
istics, though there are noted judges, 
lawyers, doctors, preachers and pro- 
fessors in colleges, and one noted general

They may be good points and they may be 
otherwise. Emerson queried, ‘How shall 
we get rid of that black drop of blood 
placed in our veins by our ancestors 2?” and 
the answer was, “By taking heed thereto.”’ 
By what we know of our ancestors, they 
must have taken good heed that no drop 
of bad blood should exist in their veins. 

The Hitchcocks are in every state in the 
Union, and inevery calling fora livelihood. 
Villages and towns bear their name. 
There was atime when the law required 
voters to be listed and read off by the 
selectmen before they could vote. The 
chairman of a political meeting in Brim- 
field, (a Democrat and at the same time a 
candidate), in calling the names of the 
voters said, “Ira Hitchcock, Artemus 
Hitchcock and all the rest of the damned 
Hitchcocks come up here and vote.” He 
qualified them in this way, for he knew 
them to be Whigs who would vote against 
him. John of Springfield was quite a 
noted man of his time; he married into the 
Chapin family of the direct ancestor 
of Chester W. Chapin of Boston and 
Albany railroad fame. John built a house 
on the site where the old court house was 
afterwards built, in the heart of the city of 
Springfield. In Hartford he was called 
the London merchant. I well remember 
my great-grandfather, Noah. He died in 
1826, aged 87. His son, Jesse, died in 1836, 
aged 72. He wasa Revolutionary soldier 
and was a feeble man for some years before 
his death. Iam told there is a Noah in 
one line of the family in every generation 
from Noah, the first. 

In the early part of the 19th century, 
from 1800 to 1840, Brimfield was considered 
the finest town between Worcester and 
Springfield.. In those days there were few 
wealthy people in the town, orinany other 
country town. But nearly all were in 
comfortable circumstances. This was be- 
fore the time of railroads and factories to 
any great extent in the country. The 
people lived on the products of their farms. 
They made their own cloth for family use 
to a great extent. The farm produced 
nearly all their food. There were two 
clothiers in town who colored and finished 
the cloth for family use, two tailors, and 
two hatters, who made the big bell-crown 
fur hat, now out of use; the Derby and 
Fredoria made in’ great factories in 
Connecticut take their places. There were 
two tanners, two blacksmiths, one cabinet- 
maker, two taverns, three stores with their 
rows of loaf sugar on the top shelves and 
their hogsheads of new rum in the rear. 
There were two lawyers, (there is always 
business for lawyers where rum is plenty), 
two wheelrights who made the wagons 
and carts before the days of the top phaeton. 
There was one grist mill, where the grain 
wus made into fine flour for family use. 
Uncle Jesse Hitchcock, as he was called, 
made shoes from the measure of the foot. 
It is said that in his shop the first pegged 
shoe was made. He did a large business 
in his time, and had apprentices who 
served three years to learn the trade. 

In the process of evolution, behold the 
change. There is left no hatter, no cloth- 
ier, no tanner, no wheelwright, no cabinet 
maker, no shoemaker. Blacksmiths and 
millers are few, with one store and one 
good hotel. Even the sheep and cattle on 
the thousand hills are few. The town is 
not blessed with natural advantages for 
any extensive business. It is like hun- 
dreds of other towns in New England that 
the railroad and factory have robbed of 
their inlabitants and original prosperity. 
A town without a railroad is nowhere, and 
is hardly known. The hotel that was just 
where the one we are now in stands was 
built by my grandfather Gardner, as was 
also the store on the opposite corner, and 
one or two of the houses west of the store; 
the Hitchcocks built the rest of the houses 
as far as where the town house now is. I 
can just remember when the house Cousin 
George now owns was built. Mr. Wyles’s 
house was built about the same time. 
Austin Hitchcock’s was built soon after. 
Mr. Converse built the house now owned 
by Mr. Charles Tarbell, the next one north 
of this, about the time the temperance 
reformation was started. In giving invita- 
tions to the neighborhood to help raise the 
house, (for it took a great many men in 
those days to raise the whole side of a 
building after the large timbers were 
framed and put together), Mr. Converse 
gave out word that he wouldn’t furnish 
liquor, but that there would be plenty of 
other refreshments. Plenty of people were 
present, but most of them were spectators 
to see how Mr. Converse could raise a 
large house without the usual stimulants. 
But in this case the house wentupina 
hurry, and there were none of the usual 
accidents and mistakes which so often 
occur when stimulants were used. There 
have been but few new houses the last 75 
years. 

I well remember the old Eaton mansion, 
an enormous structure for a private dwel- 
ling for that early time of economy. The 
house as it now stands, and which was 
owned by the late Samuel Brown, is but 
one-fourth part of the original mansion. 
General Eaton was quite a noted man in 
the country. He was once sent by our 
government to the Barbary states as consul. 
Later he was sent to Tripoli with an 
army to suppress piracy. A treaty was 
made just before he reached that far- 
off region, and there was no fighting. 
Many traditional stories used to be told 
of bim. One was of his killing a lion. 
The skin was brought home, and, after 
being mounted, was sent to the Boston 
Museum. He brought home several Ara- 
bian horses; one was said to be blue in 
color, a rare color for a horse. It was also 
said of him that when on a journey from 
New York to Boston, in coming over the 
ridge of hills that divides the two streams 
that go to make the Quinnebaug river, (he 
was on the road between Wales and Brim- 
field), he was captivated by the quiet and 
lovely appearance of the village, surround- 
ed as it is in all directions by a brim of 
hills, and later he made his residencé here, 
dying in middle life. He owned large 
tracts of land on “the plain” just west of 
his mansion. He built the mills that my 
father owned after his death. 

Another noted man of the town was 
Festus Foster. Mr. Foster was once a 
settled minister in Petersham, but becom- 
ing too agnostic in_ his theology for 
Petersham he was dismissed, and later 
took up, his residence in Brimfield. He 
represented the town several times in the 
General Court, held numerous offices in 
town, was a justice of the peace and did 
the marrying. One instance on this line 
used to be told of his marrying a couple in 
a thunderstorm. It was late, and after he 
had retired to his chamber he heard a 
rapping at the door. He raised the window 
to learn what was wanted and found a 
couple there who wanted to be married. 
He told them to join hands, and the cere- 
mony was performed in these words: 

Out of doors in stormy weather, 

I join this man and maid together; 
Let no man put asunder 

What God has joined in thunder. 

The general characteristics of the people 
of Brimfield in oldea days as well as in 
modern time, were always good, morally 
and intellectually. They would not yield 
to any claim to superiority on the part of 
any neighboring town. Educational ad- 
vantages have been greatly improved, 
notwithstanding adverse conditions in 
many other respects, and that is largely 
due to the magnificence of a Hitchcock.

The semi-annual meeting of the Palmer 
and Monson C. E. Union was held in the 
Congregational church at Palmer Tuesday 
evening, with vice president Tabor in the 
chair. F. A. Upham of Three Rivers con- 
ducted a song service, and Rev. C. Ww. 
Haines of Palmer led the devotional ex- 
ercises, reading a selection from John 3, 
and offering prayer. The first business 
was the report of the missionary commit- 
tee, given by D. L. Bodfish of Palmer, and 
related principally to the successful work 
done in the Silver Street district. The 
election of a missionary committee for the 
coming six months resulted in the choice 
of D. L. Bodfish of Palmer, Miss Mabelle 
Anderson of Monson and J. H. Trickett of 
Three Rivers. A motion that each society 
in the district be assessed 25 cents a mem- 
ber for the work of the union brought out 
a spirited discussion, but it was finally 
carried practically unanimously. After 
the business Rev. F. B. Harrison of Palmer 
spoke on the impressions of the recent 
students’ conference at Northfield, and 
was followed by Rev. Charles Olmstead of 
Three Rivers on ‘‘Committee work.’”’

| TRAMPS ON RAILROAD TRAIN. 


They Show Revolver and Defy 
the Conductor. 


HE KNEW A TRICK OR TWO HIMSELF. 


And the Hoboes Were Neatly Gathered 
in at Worcester, In Spite of 


Their Defy. 
Conductor Edward Prindle of the 
Boston and Albany milk train had an 


exciting experience with a couple of 
tramps on his trip back to Palmer from 
Boston Wednesday. The men, of 
whom was a big fellow, boarded the milk 
car at Cordeville, about 20 miles west of 
Framingham, about 2.45. When they did 
go one of them was seen by a trainman 
to shift a revolver from his hip to a coat 
pocket, though he did not tell Mr. Prindle 
of it until later. When the conductor 
found that the men were on the train he 
ordered them off, but they declined to go. 
He attempted to push one of them, and 
the fellow shoved a revolver under his 
nose. Under the circumstances he con- 
cluded that the men might ride, and re- 
tired to the caboose, where a consultation 
was held with the trainmen. It was sug- 
gested that the men be put off by force, 
and that the revolver might not be loaded. 
Another conferénce with the men resulted 
in another exhibition of the gun, which 
was seen to contain ball cartridges, and 
the force proposition was voted down. 
The men informed the conductor that they 
knew their business and were going to 
ride to Worcester; that it would be useless 
to try and arrest them at Westboro, 
where the train stopped, as there were no 
police there. The men got off at West- 
boro, but boarded the train when it 
started again. Conductor Prindle knew a 
thing or two however, and dropped a note 
at North Grafton to have a telegram sent 
to Worcester and have officers at the ar- 
rival of the train. The engineer was also 
notified to run lively into Worcester 
station instead of at the usual slow speed, 
so that the men could not drop off before 
the station was reached, as they evidently 
intended to do. The programme was 
carried out all right, and the men had no 
chance to get off until the station was 
reached; when they did drop and run they 
were cornered by police and locked up. 
Each denied that he had exhibited a 
revolver onthe trip. The train crew was 
summoned to Worcester yesterday to 
appear against the men, but the case was 
not disposed of and they went again to-day.

Warren Pump Company Will Not Sell. 

The special meeting of the Warren 
Steam Pump Company was held in Brig- 
ham’s Hall in Warren Tuesday afternoon. 
The meeting was called to consider the 
proposition of George Fernald and com- 
pany of Boston to purchase the concern. 
The matter has been brewing for several 
months, and great things have been 
prospected, but when a positive written 
statement was presented Tuesday it was 
most unsatisfactory, as 20-year bonds of 
uncertain value were the inducements 
offered. The directors of the company 
made a fine showing of the present status 
of the concern, a dividend being declared. 
The putting of the vote resulted in a four- 
fifths vote to retain the company in the 
present corporation. This is a most 
gratifying result to the townspeople, who 
believe the best thing for the town is 
keeping the stock by a large majority of 
ownership among residents of Warren. 





Death of M. F. Hannifin of Bondsville. 

Michael Francis Hannifin, 33, of Bonds- 
ville, died last Friday morning of 
tuberculosis after an illness of several 
months. He was a blacksmith by trade, 
and had worked a number of years in 
Springfield and Savannah, and came to 
Bondsville about eight months ago from 
Thompsonville, Ct., where he had been 
for about five years working at his 
trade. He had been unable to do any 
work since he came to Bondsville 
on account of his health. He leaves 
a wife, Catherine, and six children, 
a mother, one sister and two brothers, all 
of Bondsville. The funeral was held at 
the home of his mother at one o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, Rev. Bartholomew Mc- 
Keany officiating, burial taking place in 
the Thorndike cemetery. 





Boy Drowned at Warren. 

A sad drowning accident occurred in 
Warren Tuesday afternoon at the swim- 
ming hole in the Quaboag river, about a 
half mile above the village. Eddie Mc- 
Kelliget, the seven-years-old son of James 
McKelliget, was in bathing alone and 
while swimming suddenly went down and 
did not come up. A companion who was 
standing on the shore saw him, and as he 
could not swim himself ran for help. The 
body was not recovered for about half an 
hour, and when found life was extinct. It 
is thought he must have been taken with 
cramps, as the water was not deep where 
he was drowned and he was a good 
swimmer. 


North Wilbraham Man Dies of Lockjaw. 

Joseph Moran died at his home in North 
Wilbraham Monday noon of lockjaw, the 
result of an injury to his hand Fourth of 
July by the premature explosion of a 
blank cartridge. Although the hand 
troubled him some he was not taken 
seriously ill until Sunday night, when Dr. 
Damon of North Wilbraham and Dr. E. B. 
Adams of Springfield were called. They 
tried the antitoxin treatment, but the 
patient sank rapidly until his death. Mr.

It is so late in the session that the mem- 
bers of the House are not disposed to fight 
over matters more than is necessary. The 
Senate has had little to do for nearly a 
week. Last week they bad to 
meet and adjourn, with small exception, 
while they waited for the House to send 
them business. Hence the mill bill

ment. The committee reported two bills 
to correct the evils which were found to 
exist. One of them extends the weekly 
payment law to all boards and commis- 
sions of the state which are engaged in 
public works, and the other provides that 
it shall not be acondition of employment 
of any person for the state that he shall 
lodge, board or trade at any particular 
place, or with any particular person. The 
minority recommend that contractors 
should be compelled to advertise for citi- 
zen mechanics instead of aliens when they 
are wanted, and they also say that me- 
chanics and laborers should be prevented 
from working over nine hours a day. 

These reports came up in the Senate 
Wednesday morning and both of the bills 
of the majority were passed to be engrossed 
under suspension of the rules. There was 
no objection to the weekly payment bill, 
but there was some to the other, as it was 
thought to be an infringement upon the 
relations of contractors and laborers. 
But the bill was passed to be engrossed, 24 
to 3. 

The prospect is that the Legislature will 
hold over to next week. If it were not 
for the opinion of the governor there 
would probably be a push for prorogation 
Saturday, but Gov. Crane has said toa 
member of the House that he did not want 
a lot of bills sent to him just at the end of 


the week, when he would not have 
sufficient time for their consideration. 
This indicates the business nature of the 
governor and it is to be expected that the 
Legislature will respect his wishes. 
Plenty of work remains to be done, if the 
House proceeds at its usual gait. 

The House deserves credit in the closing 
days of the session for holding its temper 
well and not becoming rattled by the 
pressure to adjourn and go home. The 
newspapers have been somewhat critical, 
yet not as much as was the fashion a dozen 
and 15 years ago. The members are 
actually sacrificing much in order to 
attend to the state’s business, and the 
public may well take note of the fact in 
its disposition to criticise. They might, if 
they were disposed to shirk, do as the 
Legislatures of most states do, hustle 
through their business, obedient to rings 
of politicians and corporations, and pay 
little attention to the real wants of the 
people. But a higher standard prevails in 
Massachusetts and the people get the 
benefit. 

The sensation of the week and of the 
season has been the session of the House 
on Wednesday afternoon, lasting from ~ 
o’clock, the usual hour of meeting, till 8.25. 
The matter under discussion was the 
Albany lease bill. It was on its last stage 
and the friends of the bill had gathered 
strength greatly from the first stage, when 
the House was undoubtedly opposed to the 
bill, and at times could have defeated it on 
its general merits. The debate on the 
second stage did not bring out new argu- 
ments, but it gave time for the friends of 
the bill to put in their work, and so they 
were irresistible when the bill came to the 
engrossing stage. The scenes in the House 
were most exciting. Members were trying 
a dozen at a time to get the floor, and again 
and again Speaker Myers was obliged to 
rap for order, pounding the desk until it 
seemed as if the boards would split and 
his gavel break into small bits. Every 
amendment in the nature of opposition to 
the purpose of the friends of consolidation 
was voted down, when the voting was 
reached, by enormous majorities. Roll 
calls were resorted to freely, but the sup- 
porters of the bill were determined to sit 
it out that night if it took till morning. 
The referendum, which was put ou by an 
almost unanimous vote on the tirst stage, 
was struck out by 143 to 53, and the act 
was made to take effect upon its passage. 
The vote on passing the bill to be engrossed 
was 124 to 50, though the vote on ordering 
it to a third reading was only 20 more for 
the bill than against it. 

But the force of the, railroad was at its 
greatest when Mr. Langford of Newton 
moved to reconsider the engrossment, 
hoping that the motion would not prevail, 
as he said when he made the motion. 
Now such a motion has never been made 
in the Massachusetts House but once 
within 23 years to my certain knowledge, 
and then it was made by acheap Boston 
politician. The purpose of reconsideration 
is deliberation. The purpose of this 
motion was to prevent deliberation. The 
trick is common in the cheap Boston city 
government, but it is a stranger in the 
Massachusetts Legislature. Mr. Langford 
is a well-meaning man and doubtless did 
not realize the gross impropriety and 
scandalous nature of his motion. Mr. 
Bennett of Saugus said that a man not a 
member of the House was standing at the 
door arranging with members about the 
motion, and evidently it was a bit of cor- 
poration politics which some lobbyist was 
working upon the House and he made 
Mr. Langford his victim. The grossness 
of the motion called out strong protests 
from several members, especially Mr. 
Howland of Chelsea, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, a Republican, who 
warned his patty of the consequence of 
such an undignified and violent act as was 
roposed. Even a supporter of the bill, 

r. Schofield of Malden, recognized the 
despotic extremes to which the corpora- 
tion men were going and added his voice 
to the motion of Mr. Mellen of Worcester 
to postpone the reconsideration to the 
next day. That motion was declared 
carried on the voice vote. Mr. Turtle of 
Pittsfield, in charge of the bill, doubted 
the vote and got a count, which was 
largely for postponement. Thus the case 
was made up, for reconsideration had no 
chance of prevailing, and the House goes 
into history as dominated beyond redemp- 
tion by the influence of the railroad.

The funeral 
was Sunday afternoon, Rev. F. J. Lynch 
officiating. Interment was in St. Thomas’s 
cemetery. Although a resident of Thorn- 
dike but a short time, he was well liked 
and made many friends. 

John Lawton, 17, only child of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Lawton, after an illness of 
short duration passed away at the home of 
his parents on Wednesday afternoon about 
3.45. The sad news was heard in Thorn- 
dike with much surprise, as he was not 
thought to be seriously ill, and expressions 
of sorrow were heard on every side for the 
aftlicted parents, to whom the blow was a 
heavy one. The deceased was a model 
young man of good habits, and made many 
friends. He was an attendant at the 
Palmer high school, and afterwards attend- 
ed Childs’s Business College, Springfield, 
until his health failed. He was also an 
altar boy at St. Mary’s church, where a 
requiem mass was celebrated this morning 
for the deceased by Rev. T. S. Donoghue 
of Palmer. Interment was to-day in the 
Thorndike cemetery, and was largely at- 
tended, many being present from Ware, 
Springfield, Southbridge and the villages 
of Palmer. The floral offerings were pro- 
fuse and handsome.

in Uxbridge, Mass., Nov. 9, 1793, the son of 
Samuel and Mary (Tiffany) Murdock. He 
was the fifth in descent from Robert Mur- 
dock of Roxbury, born in 1665. His father 
dying when he was quite young, ke was 
bound out during his minority to a Mr. 
Merryfield of Sturbridge when he was 
about six years of age. As he advanced in 
years he developed a great fondness for 
books and an intense desire to attend 
school, which he did often against the 
wishes of his exacting guardian, who 
seemed to begrudge his charge the time 
devoted to the acquirement of knowledge; 
but young Murdock somehow overcame all 
obstacles and made rapid progress, espec- 
ially in his favorable study of inathematics. 
When out of school he often took his arith- 
metic to the fields, and when a spare 
moment offered, gathered from its pages 
some hint to aid him in solving some difti- 
cult problem. Thus he persevered under 
difficulties which would have discouraged 
anyone with a less sanguine temperament, 
till he achieved a deserved success and was 
promoted to the position of a teacher in 
his own town at the age of eighteen. The 
two following winters he taught school in 
Belchertown, his wages going to his guar- 
dian. He was married on his twenty-first 
birthday to Miss Lois Snow of Belcher-

the following winter, followed by his wife 
as teacher during the summer. He then 
removed to Belchertown, where he resided 
till about 1828, devoting the winter season 
to the avocation of teaching either in that 
town or Palmer; it was during this time 
that he taught seven consecutive winters 
in the Hastings district. About this time 
he came to Bondsville where he taught one 
winter, and later one season in Thorndike, 
ard later still two seasons in the Burleigh 
district; his last school was at the Old 
Center about 1835. The school there had 
proved a very unruly one; the scholars 
considered their teacher as a back number, 
and had thrown him out doors, but when 
the Captain took charge of the school the 
insubordination was crushed in short 
order; he had trained militia men and he 
knew how to train the mos: difficult school, 
and there was profound peace in that 
school for the remainder of the winter. 
The Captain taught school for twenty- 
three consecutive winters and was paid 
twelve dollars per month for his services 
and “‘ boarded around.” 

He received the commission of lieuten- 
ant of a company of militia in Belcher- 
town in 1823, and in 1828 the commission 
of captain of a company in the Third 
Regiment of Infantry. In 1820 he was 
honorably discharged from service at his 
own request. As before stated he came to 
Bondsville in 1828, and in a short time 
went to the North factory in Monson where 
he lived two years, then came to Three 
Rivers where he opened an evening school 
for lessons in penmanship and arithmetic; 
a few years later he removed to Thorn- 
dike, where he spent the remainder of his 
life. 

He was elected an assessor for a series of 
years and served with acceptance. 

He was an ardent politician of the 
Jeffersonian school of Democrats, and was 
always ready to argue his side of the 
question with any one. He was rewarded 
for his fidelity to his party by being 
appointed postmaster in Thorndike under 
Polk’s administration, and again in 1853 
under that of Pierce. 

He was appointed a justice of the peace 
about 1850, and for many years was the 
popular magistrate in Thorndike to whom 
timid couples repaired for the tying of the 
nuptial knot, in which office he had some 
amusing experiences. He was called up 
late one night after retiring by a young 
man whom he had married but a few days 
before, who expressed an ardent wish to 
have him untie the knot, as he was not 
satisfied with his bride. The squire was 
not over much pleased with being dis- 
turbed by such @ request at such an un- 
timely hour, and he curtly recommended 
his caller to a warmer climate than is 
indicated on_the common school atlas, 
while he repaired to bed musing on the 
idiosyncrasies of the human race. 

In his later years the Captain was a 
familiar figure in our town, taking the 
census of the school children. 

He exhibited in his life the wholesome 
characteristics of his ancestral family 
traits, always true to principle and his 
convictions of right. 

His wife was a direct descendent of 
John Alden of the Mayflower in the 
seventh generation. Of their nine chil- 
dren, Mrs. Lucy Knowlton, now in her 
84th year, only survives. Two sons, Charles 
H. and Frank M. served honorably in the 
war for the Union, while Eiijah G. was 
for many years a prominent merchant in 
Thorndike as well as an honored town 
ofticial. Abraham, Emelus and Charles 
were also long engaged in mercantile 
trade. 

Captain Murdock died Nov. 15, 1877; his 
wife died August 8, 1870.

A DECIDED WARM SPELL. 
Three Days of as Hot Weather as is 
Oiten Seen. 


Seldom are there three more disagreeable 
days together than Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week For it was hot, 
notter, hottest; Hottentot; hottentisimus; 
d—d hot. At least so everybody said, and 
what everybody says must be true. Cer- 
tainly it was hot enough. Monday was 
the worst of the three days of warm spell, 
for there was very little air stirring and 
the sun poured down undimmed by any 
cloud. Everybody who could kept in 
doors, and those who couldn’t wished for 
a shady spot, a breeze, a cool drink, or 
something on the order of relief. At the 
new grammar school building the ther- 
mometer registered 124° where the men 
were building the basement walls, and 
they quit work at noon. No certain record 
of the thermometer’s standing in the shade 
is reported, but it must have been well up 
to 100°. Tuesday was much on the same 
order, except that there was better air, a 
breeze prevailing all day. Tuesday night 
was the hottest of the season however, and 
about the only comfortable place was out 
onthe lawn. Wednesday gave little relief 
until along toward night, when there was 
a decided drop in the temperature, and the 
night was so cool as to necessitate thin 
coverings on retiring; but it gave a de- 
lightful opportunity for sleep, which was 
pretty generally improved. Taken alto- 
gether they were the hottest three days in 
succession for a number of years. No heat 
prostrations are reported, which is some- 
thing to be wondered at, considering the 
large numbers employed out of doors on 
these days.

A FORMER RESIDENT OF THORNDIKE. 


Numerous Cases Charged Against Him. 
Amount Secured by Fraud Claimed 
to be $60,000. 

Friends in this vicinity of Dr. Michael 
W. Kelliher, a prominent and 
physician of Pawtucket, R. I., and a native 
and former resident of Thorndike, were 
surprised to hear of his arrest in Paw- 
tucket Wednesday night charged with 
fraudulently obtaining money on a life 
insurance policy.

It is claimed that they secured a policy 
in the Berkshire Life Insurance Co. of 


Pittsfield, Mass , for Thomas P. McFadden, 
knowing that McFadden was dying from 
consumption. The application was made 
on June 30, 1897, and on July 26, it is stated, 
Dr. E. R. Morrison, for the company, ex- 
amined a man supposed to be Thomas P. 
McFadden, but who was really his brother, 
Francis A. McFadden. The application 
was accepted and the policy was made out 
in favor of one Francis Roche for the sum 
of $3500 On Aug. 15, 1897, Thomas Me- 
Fadden died, and the amount of the policy 
was paid on Aug. 30 to McGinn, the agent 
of the company. 

Some time later, a number of similar 
cases occurring, where the taker of the 
policy died soon after receiving it, the 
Berkshire company began an investigation, 
with the result that Kelliher and McGinn 
were arrested. Wednesday. 

The men were arraigned before Judge 
Shove of the district court and both plead- 
ed not guilty. Kelliher waved examina- 
tion and was held in $3000 on each charge 
for the September term of the Common 
Pleas division of the Supreme court. Mc- 
Ginn will stand trial July 25. 

Both men protest their innocence. Kelli- 
her says he knows nothing of the matter; 
that Roche called one day to pay him a 
bill, and that beyond that he does not 
know the man. It is believed that there 
will be more arrests soon, and it is stated 
that frauds have been discovered in which 
about a dozen life insurance companies are 
involved to the amount of about $60,000.

After studying medicine he went 
to Pawtucket, where he attained consider- 
able prominence and influence. He was 
appointed medical examiner, and was also 
fora time amember of the school board.

Bates, but the belief of a majority of the 
members is that they made no mistake in 
taking him in preference to any other of the 
candidates, and there is no opposition in 


sight which seems to be of the least conse- 
quence. Mr. Ensstrom of Boston has tried 
to start a paper against him, but it does not 
command the respect of the Republican 
leaders and it will fail unless it gets other 
support than it can command now. Myers 
is unquestionably honest and public spirit- 
ed.

About the Fire Engine. 

The following communication has been 
sent the JouRNAL regarding the use of the 
fire steamer at the Three Rivers fire last 
Saturday: 


“The old fire engine which the public 
claims to be useless at a fire proved other- 
wise at the Three Rivers tire Saturday 
morning, when it maiptained a steady run 
of three bours, discharging two streams of 
water at 140 pounds of pressure from 75 
pounds of steam — pressure. Engineer 
Lyman has replaced some of the water 
tubes in the boiler, put a new piston rod in 
the engine and made other minor repairs.” 


The JourNAL does not understand that 
the public has ever claimed that the engine 
was “useless at a fire,” but that its condi- 
tion was such that it was liable to become 
useless unless certain repairs were made, 
the principal ones being the putting in of 
new water tubes, which Engineer Lyman 
seems to have done. With the new tubes 
the JourNAL understands that the boiler 
of the apparatus is in practically as good 
condition as ever.

A PrcuLiaAr murder trial has been going 
ou in New London, Mo., for, the past two 
weeks, where a man 80 years old has been 
on trial for a crime committed nearly 30 
years ago.

PALMER NEWS. 
Suicide of W.R. Milligan. 

W. R. Milligan, 42, committed suicide 
about 330 this afternoon by cutting his 
throat with a butcher knife at his home on 
Thorndike street. The gash was an ugly 
one, about six inches in length, and ex- 
tended from under the left ear nearly across 
to the right. There was evidently no lack 
of determination, for although the knife 
was dull the windpipe, arteries and all 
were cut through to the backbone. 

Mr. Milligan had not been feeling well 
for some time, and about 3.30 this afternoon 
was contemplating a call on S. H. Hellyar 
at his place of business, and his wife was 
preparing to accompany him. He asked 
her however to go and see if Dr. Schneider 
was at home and if so have him come up, 
as he thought he had better see a physi- 
cian. Mrs. Milligan did so, the Dr’s. office 
being only about a square distant. The 
doctor was not at home, and on her returo 
she missed Mr. Milligan. Going out into 
the back room she found him dead. He 
had removed his coat and going into a dark 
corner of a small woodbin in a back room, 
had taken his life. 

Mr. Milligan came to Palmer from War- 
ren about 20 years ago, and for the greater 
portion of the time since had been engaged 
in the boot'and shoe business, selling out 
only afew months ago.

To the Honorable, the Justices of the Supe- 
rior Court Sitting in Equity for the County of

Respectfully represent the undersigned, Se- 
lectmen of the Town of Palmer, in said County,

PASTOR ACCEPTS THE CALL. 


Willis A. Moore Will Come to 
the Palmer Church. 





WILL NOT BEGIN DUTIES TILL FALL. 


Sketch of the Man Who is to Be the 
Next Pastor of St. Paul’s 
Universalist Church. 


Willis A. Moore of Somerville, whom 
the Universalists of Palmer have called to 
be their pastor, has accepted the call but 
will not begin his duties in Palmer until 
about the first of October, as he is engaged 
to preach in Buxton, Maine, until that 
time. 

Willis Albert Moore was born in Gard- 
ner, Maine, in 1875. His early education 
was received in the schools of Augusta, 
Waterville and Farmingdale, Me. In 1890 
his family removed to Melrose, Mass., and 
in that year he entered the high school in 





that place. He was graduated from Tufts 
Jollege in 1894, and has since taken a 
course in the theological school. Up to 
the time of his removal to Massachusetts 
Mr. Moore’s religious training had been 
under the influence of the Baptist and 
the Methodist churches. In 1892 he be- 
came a member of the First Universalist 
eburch of Melrose. Mr. Moore was made 
a licentiate of the Universalist church in 
February of this year. In 1899 he became 
pastor of the summer parishes of South 
Buxton and Bar Mills, Me., where he will 
continue until fall. He will continue his 
studies at the divinity school for another 
year, but has arranged to devote half of 
his time to work among the Palmer people. 





DISTRICT COURT MATTERS. 


Numerous Cases Which Have Been Heard 
During the Week. 


The district court has been called upon 
to pass judgment ina number of cases the 
past week, though a goodly portion of 
them came on Saturday. Charles W. Max- 
well, the colored man who was arrested on 
Thursday for drunkenness but was not 
sufficiently sober on Friday for a hearing, 
was tried Saturday. He acknowledged his 
condition, but pleaded extenuating circum- 
stances in the fact that he had losta sum 
of money, and in order to drown his feel- 
ings had taken to drink. Justice McFar- 
land, who presided, was of the opinion 
that he ought to have sufficient time in 
which to mourn and be comforted, and 30 
days in the house of correction was named 
asa proper period. 

Charles Gardner of Holland was tried 
for attempted rape, but the evidence failed 
to sustain the charge. Holland said that 
he had attempted to kiss the girl, and 
though the girl testified to a different con- 
dition of affairs the father, who complained 
of Holland, knew nothing beyond what 
the girl told him, so the defendant was 
acquitted on that charge; the court found 
that there had been a technical assault 
however, but placed the case on file. 

Three Monson children, Alice A. Tobey, 
11, Gilbert F. Tobey, 10, and Prentice A. 
Tobey, 7, were brought in as neglected 
children, and placed in the care of the 
state board. 

One civil case was tried, C. G. Thomp- 
son of Wales against Edward Bliss of 
Brimfield. Bliss bought a pair of horses of 
Thompson, for which he agreed to give 
130 cords of wood. Thompson claimed 
that the wood was to be delivered at the 
bottom of the mountain on which it grew, 
but Bliss claimed otherwise. Decision 
was reserved for one week. 

Andrew U. Peterson was arraigned Wed- 
nesday for drunkenness and fined $10. 

Thomas F. McKee of Newark, New Jer- 
sey, was in court this morning for drank- 
enness and was fined $6, which he could 
not pay. He was committed to the house 
of correction. 


Fine Horse Has to Be Killed. 


Dexter, the large gray horse which for 
seven years has drawn the Converse 
House coach between the hotel and the 
railroad station, was killed Tuesday 
because it was found to be afilicted with 
glanders. The animal was first noticed to 
be ailing about ten days previous, and as 
glanders was a possibility it was not 
allowed to drink at the public watering 
tank on Main street, though it was worked 
for a day or two. The trouble seemed to 
increase and Veterinarian Dr. Ellery, after 
an examination, was positive last Satur- 
day that it was glanders. The state veter- 
inarian was summoned, who pronounced 
the diagnosis correct, and ordered the 
animal killed. The watering tank on Main 
street was cledned and disinfected Wednes- 
day by order of the board of health. 
Dexter was a handsome horse, and will be 
greatly missed by patrons of the hotel and 
those who have been accustomed to see 
him many times daily on his trips between 
the hotel and the railroad. He was an un- 
usually intelligent horse, and knew almost 
as much about the trains as did his driver. 
Several times, when the latter had been 
delayed in the hotel for some reason until 
the train to which the carriage was to go 
drew into the station opposite the hotel, 
Dexter had started on his own accord on 
the quarter mile trip around over the 
bridge to the platform ona keen run, evi- 
dently knowing that he was late and ap- 
parently reasoning that he ought to be 
there when the train came in, even if he 
had to go without orders. These trips 
were always made successfully, without 
the slightest ‘accident, the horse going 
through the street among other teams and 
around the sharp bridge curve as true as 
though guided by the rein. One of his 
latest accomplishments was to go from the 
station to the hotel and back the carriage 
up to the sidewalk without a word of com- 
mand or a touch of the reins by the driver. 





Bicycle Stolen. 


Noe Laplant had a Stearns Special bicy- 
cle stolen in Springfield Tuesday. He left 
Thorndike on wheel he borrowed of 
Nelson Cadoratt and rode to that city, and 
leaving the wheel by the sidewalk on Main 
street went into one of the stores to make 
a purchase, being absent but a very few 
minutes; when he came from the store he 


found the wheel gone. He reported the 


case to the police.

DEATH OF LYMAN A. FISKE. 





A Well-Known and Highly Respected Res- 
ident of Wilbraham. 

Lyman A. Fiske, a highly respected citi- 
zen, died at his home in Wilbraham 
Wednesday morning at 2 o’clock of amyo- 
trophic lateral sclerosis, after an illness of 
two years, the last few months of which 
have been of intense pain. Mr. Fiske was 
born in Wales Feb. 27, 1827, and was the 
next to the youngest son of the late 
Stephen and Lucina Thompson Paxton 
Fiske. A curious coincidence in the fam- 
ily of six or seven sons of Stephen Fiske 
has been the fact that they have died about 
the age of 70 years, and in the order of 
birth. 

Mr. Fiske married for his first wife Miss 
Cordelia Smith, daughter of the late Dr. 
Smith of Wales, and their two sons, Adel- 
bert Fiske of Orange and Eugene Fiske of 
Springfield, are yet living. His second 
wife was Miss Carrie Butterworth of Hol- 
land, who survives him, and was at the 
time of her marriage a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools. After several years’ residence 
in both Wales and Springfield he pur- 
chased the present home on Main street, 
Wilbraham, and moved there eleven years 
ago. For three or four years he was cattle 
inspector, succeeding Dr. H. G. Webber, 
till failing health caused him to resign in 
favor of Jesse L. Rice. He was a man 
who had a pleasant word of greeting for 
all whom he met, of strong character and 
positive opinions, yet of cordial manner 
and great geniality of spirit, sympathetic 
and helpful to those in trouble, a kind 
neighbor who will be greatly missed and 
pleasantly remembered in the community. 
He leaves a widow and the two sons men- 
tioned above and one brother, Buel Fiske 
of Springfield. The funeral was at his 
late residence at 11 o’clock this morning, 
with burial at Laurel Hill cemetery, 
Wales, in his family lot, immediately on 
the arrival there in the afternoon. 

In the decease of Mr. Fiske the commun- 
ity has lost a high-minded, liberal and 
noble citizen, and his family, which con- 
sists of the widow and two sons, an affec- 
tionate and generous husband and father. 
During his residence in Wilbraham Mr. 
Fiske won the respect and esteem of all 
who knew him for his integrity of charac- 
ter and for his many virtues. Upright in 
his dealings with his fellowmen, a pattern 
of kindliness as a neighbor, his loyalty as 
a friend will endear him to the memory of 
a large circle of acquaintances in this and 
other towns where he had resided and in 
which he was intimately known. 


SUNDAY AT FOREST LAKE. 


Last Sabbath a Different Day From Those 
of the Past. 


Visitors to Forest Lake last Sunday 
found a different condition of affairs from 
that existing previously. Those who want- 
eda lunch had their wants satisfied, but 
those who wished to quench their thirst 
had to take coffee, tea, milk or water; no 
soda was sold on the grounds. There was 
lots of kicking from would-be purchasers, 
but the management was firm. What 
course will be followed in the future is not 
given out. The merry-go-round was not 
running, and the baseball throwing stand 
and the shooting gallery were closed tight. 
There was also a change in the programme 
at the entertainment, which, with the ex- 
ception of a chalk artist, consisted wholly 
of musical numbers, a program with which 
no one could find fault. To some the place 
had not the attraction they expected, but 
to others it was an agreeable change. 





The Wilbraham Franchise Granted. 


It was expected that the Wilbraham 
selectmen would sign a franchise for the 
Palmer and Monson Street Railway Com- 
pany at their meeting Monday night, but it 
was held up at the request of some who 
thonght another route to Springfield might 
be built over. An adjourned meeting was 
held last evening, when a franchise was 
granted with the usual restrictions. The 
Wilbraham end of the line will begin near 
Walter M. Green’s and follow the highway 
to the terminus of the Springfield company 
at Ludlow bridge. This location of the 
tracks of the company does not entirely 
meet the approval of the residents of the 
center village, as they had hoped that the 
extension would pass their way, but none 
opposed the scheme. The company plans 
to do the heavy grading this fall, but the 
road will probably not be in operation 
before spring. There is much rejoicing 
over the outcome, as some parties have 
worked long for an extension of tracks of 
the Springfield company to this place, and 
numerous petitions have been sent praying 
for a location, but without result, and satis- 
faction at the action of the Palmer com- 
pany in giving the town’s people what they 
have long hoped for is very gratifying. 





Ran Against a Snag. 


A party of Ware young men attempted 
to have things pretty much theirown way 
in Palmer last Saturday night, but found 
that they couldn’t do just exactly as they 
pleased when that was contrary to law and 
good custom. About 9 o’clock one of them 
deliberately took a watermelon from the 
stand in front of E. B. Taylor’s store, and 
tucking it under his arm walked off. He 
was seen by Mr. Sherman, a clerk, how- 
ever, who followed and overtook him in 
front of C. K. Gamwell’s store, suggesting 
that he had forgotten a prime essential in 
the matter of trade, to pay for the melon. 
The Ware man declined to ante, and an- 
nounced that he could smash Mr. Sherman 
all into small bits if he was not allowed to 
go. Mr. Sherman declined to entertain the 
idea that he was as fragile as that and sent 
for Officer Conroy. When he was seen 
approaching the man’s two friends took 
him by the arm and were going to rnn him 
right off out of harm’s way, but Mr. Sher- 
man insisted that the fellow remain until 
the matter was settled; either the melon 
must be paid for or there was the cooler 
over Sunday and a call on His Honor Mon- 
day morning. The fellow wisely took the 
former alternative and settled. 


Gun Club Shoot Next Tuesday.

Mr. and Mrs. Young told 
the story of their son’s leaving the house. 
Arthur Brouilette told the story of the 
occurrence much as it had been told before, 
that he followed Young up the track, 
having been asked to look out for him by 
his mother. That he heard the train 
coming and called to Young, who did not 
answer himin any way. That Young was 
close to the track and running; that he 
ran after him and had nearly reached him 
when the engine passed him; Young was 
thrown into his arms and together they 
rolled down the bank. He did not know 
that Young had been struck until he ex- 
amined the body. He could not tell what 
part of the train hit him; Young was close 
to the track but not on it. Mr. and Mrs. 
Young testified that the young man had 
been working in the hay field and they 
thought he had been affected by the heat. 
There was also a_ suggestion that he 
thought the approaching train was on the 
Ware River track, which parallels the 
C. V. track to a point near where the acci- 
dent occurred. 

Judge Leach filed his finding in the 
matter on Wednesday, deciding that Young 
was probably hit by the steps of the car 
while walking on the track in a careless 
manner, and that no blame attaches to 
anyone. Young was warned of his danger 
by a friend, but was probably suffering 
from a partial sunstroke and did not know 
just what he was about.

RUN OVER BY ELECTRIC CARS. 


Michael Dougherty Fatally Hurt 
Near Thorndike. 


WAS LYING DRUNK ACROSS THE RAILS 


One Foot Cut Off and Head Badly Cut 
and Bruised. Car Could Not Be 
Stopped in Time. 

Michael Dougherty, 58, of Belchertown, 
was fatally injured by an electric car near 
the Sawyer place on the road from 
Thorndike to Three Rivers, near the former 
village, yesterday afternoon. His right foot 
was cut off at the ankle and he had a deep 
gash about three inches long from the 
center of the forehead down over the right 
eye, in addition to several other bruises on 
his face and a deep cut on the back of his 
left hand. The right side and back of the 
head were badly bruised and cut, and the 
nose crushed. 

The car which hit him was the 2.10 car 
from Three Rivers, in charge of Motorman 
Edward Carey and Conductor Horace 
Paine, and the aecident occurred at 2.20. 
As the car reached the top of the grade 
leading down to the brook Dougherty was 
seen lying face down on the right side of the 
track, his feet extending across the rail. 
Motorman Carey immediately shut off the 
power and applied the brakes, ringing the 
gong vigorously meanwhile. He also pulled 
the reverse lever, 80 as to be prepared in 
case it became necessary to stop the car in 
that way. The figure on the ground made 
no movement however, and when it was 
seen that he was not to get off the track the 
motorman let off the brakes and turned on 
the reversed power, two notches at first, 
then five, then full’strength, but the strain 
on the circuit breaker proved too great and 
the fuse blew out, leaving the car without 
power. He then applied the brakes until 
they set the wheels and the car slid fora 
considerable distance before it struck 
Dougherty, as was plainly indicated by 
the rails. The car ran about 70 feet from 
where the man was struck until it stopped. 
When it came to a standstill Dougherty’s 
body was found lying outside the rails at 
the rear of the car, with his head down the 
slight embankment and his foot on the 
inside of the rail, severed completely from 
the leg. He had been caught on the car in 
some way and dragged, the bruises being 
received he was drawn along the 
ground, which showed plainly where 
the body had been dragged over it, 
dirt and stones being disturbed the whole 
distance. He was moved to a better posi- 
tion in the shade by passengers on the car, 
and a physician from Three Rivers sum- 
moned by team, Dr. Hebert arrivingin a 
few moments. In the meantime he was 
cared for as well as possible by some of the 
passengers who remained and people who

his leg to stop the bleeding. Dr. Schneider 
of Palmer was sent by the railroad com- 
pany and arrived soon after Dr. Hebert. 

That Dougherty was drunk there can be 
no doubt. He was seen to go along the 
road in the direction of Three Rivers only 
a few moments before the accident, and 
was so plainly intoxicated that those who 
saw him remarked that he ought not to be 
at large. With him was another man, 
Charles Reardun of Three Rivers. Reardon 
appeared on the scene soon after the acci- 
dent, and from him it was learned that he 
and Dougherty had been on a drunk since 
the day before, having been together all 
the time. Reardon says he left Dougherty 
near the brook, as he said he wanted to 
take the car back to Thorndike; Reardon 
bad concluded to go home, and was on his 
way to Three Rivers. 

No blame is attached to the motorman, 
as he did allin his power to stop the car. 
When the man first came in sight he was 
hardly more than 100 feet distant. 

Dougherty was taken to Three Rivers 
and sent on the 4.10 train on the Athol 
road to Springfield, where his foot was 
amputated by Drs. W. H. Pomeroy and 
Dudley Carleton, who expressed the opin- 
ion that the man would not recover, this 
prediction being verified by his death at 3 
o’clock this morning. Dougherty was 
arrested in Palmer June 19th for drunken- 
ness and sent to the house of correction in 
Springfield for 30 days.

DEATH OF HOMER C. STRONG. 


Lawyer, and One of Palmer’s 
Largest Property Owners. 


CAME OF OLD NEW ENGLAND FAMILY. 


Had Been Sick But a Short Time, Though 
in Failing Health for Some 
Months. 

Homer C. Strong, 49, one of Palmer’s 
best-known residents, died at his home on 
Squier street about 7.50 Wednesday morn- 
ing of acute Bright’s disease after a short 
illness, having been about the streets only 
a few days before his death. Mr. Strong 
suffered an apoplectic shock some months 
ago, from which he never fully recovered, 
but grew gradually worse. 

Mr. Strong was bornin Palmer Sept. 5, 
1850, and ninth in 


was descent from 





Richard Strong, who was born in Wales, 
his family having removed there from Eng- 


land about 1561. He was a son of Chester 
and Lucia Elizabeth (Cooke) Strong, for- 
merly of Southampton. He received his 
education in the public schools of Palmer, 
Monson Academy, and was graduated at 
the Wesleyan Academy, Wilbraham, in 
the class of 1869, and from Amherst College 
in the class of 1875. Before entering 
college he taught school and was principal 
of the grammar school at Three Rivers in 
1871, and after leaving college was acting 
principal of the Everett school in the 
Dorchester district, Boston, and principal 
of Brooks school in Medford. Mr. Strong 
studied law in the oftice of Charles L. 
Gardner at Palmer, and spent two years in 
the law school of Harvard University, and 
was admitted to the barin 1879. He has 
always resided in Palmer with the ex- 
ception of three years, 1883 to 1886, when 
he practiced law in Springfield, returning 
to his native town in the latter year, his 
property here requiring bis personal atten- 
tion. He was known as a writer and 
public speaker, and during 1892 and 1893 
had charge of the editorial department of 
the Palmer J/erald. 

Mr. Strong was a Republican in politics 
until 1886, when through dissatisfaction of 
the treatment of James G. Blaine by his 
party he became a Cleveland Democrat, 
but returned to the Republican ranks after 
the election of McKinley. He was one of 
the town’s cemetery commissioners at the 
time of his death, a member of Springfield 
commandery Knights Templar, Morning 
Star chapter and Hampden lodge of 
Masons. He was also president of the 
association of the Sons and Daughters of 
Southampton, in which he took an active 
interest. He was married at Thorndike 
Jan. 10th, 1883, to Lizzie M., daughter of 
Cornelius Wilson. He is survived by his 
widow and one daughter, Grace Cooke. 

The funeral was held this afternoon at 
2 o’clock at his late residence on Squier 
street, Rev. C. W. Haines of the Baptist 
church and Rev. C. F. Stimson of Bridge- 
port, Ct., being the officiating clergymen. 
There was singing by E. B. Taylor and 
Miss Lena Warriner. The bearers were 
local members of the Knights Templar, 
H. E. W. Clark, J. B. Shaw, Dr. G. H. 
Wilkins, Dr. J. P. Schneider, H. N. Sedg- 
wick and F. J. Wassum.

A single big gun of the many now being 
putin place for the protection of the sea- 
coasts costs a large sum. Some interesting 
figures on this subject have just been sub- 
mitted to Gen. Wilson, and will be by him 
transmitted to Congress. A 12-inch breech- 
loading rifle, with its disappearing carriage, 
costs $141,000; a 10-inch, $99,250; and an 
8-inch, $72,000. The figures show that 
modern high-powered guns cost immense 
sums of money, and the cost of firing them 
is proportionately as great. The report of 
experts who have inspected these guns and 
the devices for securing an accurate aim 
show that there is immense saving 
effected by possessing modern range and 
position-finding devices. 

“The demoralizing effect of a hit as com- 
pared to a miss,” said one of these reports, 
“cannot be reduced to a money value, but 
it costs big money to shoot a big gun and 
then miss the mark. Take for instance the 
12-inch gun. To miss the mark is simply 
to throw away $561 70. With the 10-inch 
gun the loss is $322 40, and with the 8-inch 


rifle it is $164 65."—From the Scientijic

Echo Lake is included in North 
Conway’s environs, likewise the Cathedral, 
also Diana’s Baths, either of which is well 
worth visiting. 

Conway’s sunsets are as famed as the 
Mount Washington sunrise, and the 
charming effects which they bring area 
charm and delight to all who view them. 

Intervale has many noted attractions and 
perhaps the most notable of them is The 
Great Cathedral Woods. 

Glen Ellis Falls up in the Glen Region is 
by no means a rushing torrent, but instead 
is a crystal like stream pouring in a solid 
column over a seventy foot precipice, the 
sides of which cliff are rough and jagged, 
and the mountain stream as it burtles 
downward is deflected from side to side, 
and the mists rising therefrom are of most 
delicate and finely hued colors. 

Silver Cascade, in the Crawford Notch, 
is one of the sights of the mountains. This 
waterfall is seen from the train in passing 
through the Notch. 

The water descends almost perpendicu- 
larly for a distance of nearly four hundred 
feet and glides over the face of the ledge a 
clear, silver like unbroken sheet. 

Jefferson lies on the slope of Star King, 
and the broad expanse of monntain scenery 
which unfolds itself to the vision of the 
tourist is one of magnificent splendor. 

The Presidential Range from Jefferson is 
a delightful vista, and the drives and walks 
which may be taken from here are among 
the best and most widely known in the 
mountains. 

Perhaps the one object above all others 
which impresses the White Mountain tour- 
ist is “The Old Man of the Mountain.” 

Twelve hundred feet above Protile Lake, 
in Franconia Notch, is this “Great Stone 
Face.’”’ It does everything but speak, and 
the great solemn features are 80 exceeding- 
ly fascinating that one never tires of gazing 
in awe and wonderment at this gigantic 
super-human face. 

Franconia Notvh has an Echo Lake over 
which a sound reflects several times with 
ever increasing clearness. 

Cannon Mountain, Eagle Cliff, and the 
Flume and the Pool and Basin are other 
natural curiosities which have made not 
only their own locality but the whole 
mountain region famous. 

Of Mount Washington much might be 
said; 6293 feet above the sea level, the 
view from its summit extends over a radius 
of more than a hundred miles, including 
lake, mountain, shore and river scenery. 
The ride up the mountain side on the cog 
railway is not only delightful but thrilling. 

There are many objects of interest to be 
seen on Mount Washington, chief among 
them being Tuckerman’s Ravine, Great 
Gulf and Lake of the Clouds. The geolo- 
gist and botanist are in clover when on 
Mount Washington, for many rare and 
choice specimens in their lines are found 
there. 

Bethlehem, Littleton, Fabyan, Colebrook, 
Lancaster, Sugar Hill and two score of 
other mountain resorts will be found to be 
fully as interesting, and of them an ex- 
tended descr plop is given in the de- 
lineation published by the Boston and 
Maine Railroad known as “The Book of 
the Mountains,” and which is sent for a 
two-cent stamp to any address by the 
Gen’l Pass’r Dept. B. & M. R. R., Union 
Station, Boston, Mass.

From 
books they had learned of the gorgeous 
pageantry of the Catholic mass. Their 
first experience must have been the over- 
throw of many a long-cherished picture of 
the medieval church. The richly decorated 
altar, the flowers and lights, the gorgeous 
vestments, the wonderful array of acolytes, 
the swinging censers, the soul-stirring har- 
monies of Catholic music,—all were want- 
ing. A rudely constructed altar,—pine 
boards forming an unpainted platform,—a 
young priest, strong and active and 80 
fitted for the exacting duties of his widely 
extended mission,—a set of cheap faded 
vestments,—two lighted candles,—no choir 
or organ,—the one acolyte, a middle-aged 
man who in his boyhood in Ireland had 
served the parish mass, and the congrega- 
tion. Here the power and beauty of Cath- 
olic worship showed itself, for no cathe- 
dral ever held a more recollected, attentive 
and devout gathering than this handful of 
worshippers. For some it was the first 
attendance at mass in’the new land. For, 
all it was a vivid recollection of their old 
homes and a renewal of the sad scenes of 
parting. It was a tearful congregation, 
but the weeping was half in joy and half 
in sorrow. The accustomed ceremonies 
made them grieve for their old homes but 
comforted them in the new. After the 
gospel Fr. Dougherty gave a plain instruc- 
tion on the mass. He described its institu- 
tion, stated the doctrine of the church as to 
its nature, and briefly told the meaning of 
the ceremonies. He then urged the people 
to make up by private deyétion the lack of 
public worship; to be faithful to their 
daily prayers and to the instruction of their

was preached by Rev. James A. Healy, 
then rector of Boston Cathedral, for 
twenty-five years Bishop of Portland, 
whose death occurred five weeks ago. 
Bishop Healy in his sermon was lavish in 
praise of the pastor and people who had 
built “this most wonderful little stone 
Catholic church,” and declared that he 
could hardly believe that a congregation 
that could fit in it could built it. Father 
Blenkinsop of South Boston, who for 
many years had attended the Monson 
mission, was present and took on himself 
for the day the duties of organist and choir 
director. 

Monson continued a mission of Ware 
until the transfer of Father Healy to 
Springfield in 1866. The parish was then 
divided. For the next twelve years 
Monson wasamission of Palmer. Fathers 
Moise, Mulnari and Rossa were succes- 
sively pastors during the first two of these 
years. Father Lynch was pastor from 1868 
to 1878. As a mission of Palmer Monson 
fared ill. Mass was said fortnightly. The 
chureh, the grounds and the debt re- 
mained as Father Healy had left them. A 
change from this stagnation was brought 
about through Father Healy’s great in- 
terest in Monson and his fatherly love for 
St. Patrick's church, Bishop O'Reilly 
visited Rome in the summer of ’78, and 
in his absence Father Healy, now Vicar 
General of the diocese, acted in his stead. 
The parish of Palmer was divided, the 
upper villages forming one parish, Palmer 
Depot and Monson the other. This ar- 
rangement lasted only two months, for 
before the Bishop’s return Father Healy 
again showed his care of Monson by setting 
it off as a parish, and appointing Rev. 





Jeremiah McCarthy its first pastor. With 
the comingof Father McCarthy, stagnation 
in chureh affairs end)d He found a bare 
eburch cappinga sandhill. Ina few weeks 
every man in the parish had caught the 
fever of church improvements, After their 
day’s work the men assembled at the 
church, and under Father McCarthy's 
direction labored till dark. Night after 
night this went on. The ground about the 
church was leveled and seeded. The Main 
street terraces were shaped and sodded, 
the retaining wall was constructed and the 
forty-two stone steps put in position. A 
simple enumeration of the improvements 
of these three years shows forth strikingly 
the zealous energy of this remarkable 
parish. The frescoing of the church, the 
Stations of the Cross, the stained windows, 
the boiler and steam fittings, the pipe 
organ, the clock and bell in the church 
tower, the church library, all were of his 
providing. He bought the old parochial 
residence on the east side of Main street 
and the twelve acres of cemetery land. In 
Hampden he built the church and paid two 
thousand of the twenty-six hundred dollars 
expended, In 1881 Father McCarthy was 
transferred to Greenfield, and a few 
months later the news of his murder 
brought sorrow to his many Monson 
admirers. 

Father Kelly succeeded Father McCarthy, 
and for four years the church was at a 
standstill. In September 85, Rev. sees

Lee was appointed pastor by Bishop 
O'Reilly. Following, as he did, a rector 
who bad done nothing for the church and 
had allowed all interest in church affairs 
to wane, Father Lee found himself in a 
very difficult position. But his genial 
nature made ready warm friends, and his 
familiar ways thawed the coldness of the 
people. His ready wit, his knowledge of 
and sympathy with his flock, his love and 
care of the children, his devotion to the 
sick and his charity to the poor made 
Father Lee the popular pastor of Monson. 
If he had done nothing else, the parochial 
house planned and built by him would be 
a sufticient memorial of his pastorate. In 
1887 Father Lee added by purchase a strip 
of land to the narrow church grounds and 
planned the erection of a suitable residence 
beside the church. Much labor was spent 
in extending the terraces on Main street. 
The plans, drawn ‘by Richmond & Seabury, 
utilized to the fullest the peculiar location 
of the honse, fronting the high terraces and 
facing both streets. The lines of the ex-

and the arrangement of gable and dormer 
windows very neatly breaks the expanse 
of roof. The nearly perfect interior plan 
makes it the model parochial house of the 
diocese.

(exclusive of cost of plans) was $7300. 
The house was completed in the fall of ’88.

“Survivors of the Arikhama.’’ And 
then the paragraph went on to tell this 
wondrous tale of the sea. How.a sailing 


church mortgage and reducing the house 
debt by $250, The same year the Chaffee 
property (house, barn and land adjoining 
the church grounds) was bonght for $3000. 
The purchase was made by George C. 
Flynt at considerable trouble to himself 
and without expense to the ehurch. This 
addition (with the subsequent removal of 
the barn and grading of the grounds) has 
wonderfully increased the beauty of the 
place and given the chureh all the land 
that can be needed. 

Building the church Father Healy had 
followed the advice of the architect in 
laying the floor timbers in dry sand, and 
excavating only for the foundations of the 
side-walls and roof pillars. He was as- 
sured that the sand would protect the 
timbers from decay; but after thirty years 
little was left of the lower timbers but 
dust, and the floor itself had rotted away. 
The condition became serious when the 
pillars rotted away from the stone piers 
and left the roof and gallery supported by 
the side walls only. The work of repairing 
was undertaken in the spring of '97, and 
none too soon for the safety of the church. 
The wood work of the interior was re- 
moved, excavation made under the entire 
church to secure perfect ventilation, new 
and stronger piers were built to support 
the roof pillars and iron caps fitted to the 
bases of the pillars. When the repairs 
necessary to the safety of the building 
were completed, the people insisted on an 
entire renovation of the church interior. 
A subscription of $1250 was their mode of 
insistence. In addition to the frescoing 
done by Schumaker of Boston, the work 
included the erection of two side altars, 
new electric fixtures and steam radiators, 
carpets for sanctuary and aisles, and 
sanctuary lamp. The Stations of the 
Cross, erected at the same time, were a 
giftto the church. The total expended in 
repairing and decorating the church was 
$3400. Notwithstanding the two years of 
business depression that lessened the con- 
gregation by nearly one half, the entire 
sum has been paid and the jubilee will be 
celebrated in a church free of debt. 

On the land lately purchased a building 
has been erected to serve the purpose of a 
church basement. There  cathechism 
classes, choir rehearsals and society meet- 
ings are held. The cost of the building 
was $1850. 

No change has given more Satisfaction to 
both pastor and people than the altered 
method of collecting church revenue. 
Seat money (taken each Sunday for 
transient sittings) has been entirely 
abolished. Every adult member of the 
chureh hires a sitting and pays the rent 
quarterly. The business depression of the 
past two years has served one good pur- 
pose in showing the devotion of the people 
to the interests of the church. Without a 
strong devotion and ready sacrifices the 
revenues would not have been suflicient to 
pay the ordinary expenses, while the busi- 




















































































ness of the town was ata stand-still. But 


the generosity of the people has made it 
possible to pay off the $1000 remaining 


unpaid from the church: repairs. Every 
improvement in the church property 
interests the people as if it were a personal 
benefit; and this enthusiasm is very mani- 
fest in the celebration of the jubilee.
